The Ohio National Guard unit 
here is in training to use the new 
signal and engineering equipment

Darrell Williams said Tuesday, as 
he announced that a shipment of 
ordnance is expected soon.

equipment, 
compasses, 
plotting boards and other signal 
and engineering equipment. 
The

in time of an emergency, they will 
be able to train others in their 
use.
